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Malaysian pirates irritate officials

Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia — Dec. 
1984 — Walking through the halls of 
Sungai Wang Plaza, Kuala Lumpur's 
largest shopping complex, one is 
assaulted with sound. Music is 
everywhere. Virtually every store has 
speakers facing the mall blaring out 
the latest popular hits. 

The cacophony which results from 
the collision of all these sounds is 
deafening. But the music attracts 
many people who eagerly consume the 
flood of American culture which 
enters their country. 

American music is big business in 
Southeast Asia, but it is not the big 
American record distributors who pro- 
fit from the sales of popular music 
here. Hardly anybody buys American 
releases because the market is flooded 
with pirate cassette tapes of popular 
releases. These pirate cassettes are pro' 
duced by a number of companies in 
Malaysia, Singapore, and Indonesia, 
and account for the bulk of tape sales 
in these countries. 

Pirate tapes have been a thorn in 
the side of major record distributors 
for several years. Most recently, a 
record recorded by a group called 
Band-Aid, a group composed of many 
famous pop stars, in order to raise

Ethiopia, was pirated in Malaysia and 
Singapore. Because none of the 
revenue from the pirate tapes went to 
its intended destination, Bob Gcldof, 
an organizer of Band-Aid, called the 
pirates "moral murderers." 

In~North America and Europe there 
are copyright laws to protect artists 
and their distributors from piracy. 
However, many nations, especially in 
the Third World, do not recognize 
foreign copyrights. As a result, the 
manufacture of pirated music on 
cheap casettes has grown into a 
widespread cottage industry. 

The reason this industry has pro- 
liferated in Southeast Asia is because, 
as a major trade centre, Singapore is 
in a prime position to export these 
tapes to many countries. 

The pirates do not differentiate bet- 
ween regular releases and those, like 
Band-Aid's release, for which charity 
is the primary motive. Any release 
deemed "popular" is quickly snatched 
up by pirates, who release their own 
versions within days or weeks after the 
legitimate release. 

The tapes are generally poor, in 
quality. Though the packaging is often 
quite similar to that of the legitimate 
release, it is usually quite easy to tell a 
fake from the original. Grammatical 
and typographical errors in the liner 
notes are frequent, and copyright 
notes are missing. Lyrics, often printed $

However, 
there is a case now before a Superior 
Court in Malaysia over whether Malay-* 
sian tap producers are obligated to * 
recognize foreign copyrights. Should * 
the court decide that they are, it * 
would severely damage but not destroy* 
this cottage industry, which would be % 
driven underground.

inside tape covers, are usually 
transcribed form the songs on the 
album and are thus often nonsensical. 
Some tapes claim to have Dolby noise 
reduction or "direct metal mastering", 
but from the sound quality of these 
tapes, it is apparent that these claims 
are simply sales pitches. 

The tapes themselves are cheap, 
cassettes with no labelling other than 
the brand of tape. The tabs which are 
removed on legitimate tapes to prevent 
erasure are still present. Tape travel is 
often hindered by poor construction, 
making it impossible to play the tapes 
on some machines. 

There are stores in Malaysia and 
Singapore which deal exclusively in 
pirate tapes. They are sold openly, 
and usually retail for M$4.50 (about 
$2.25 Canadian). For most consumers, 
the low price of the cassettes makes up 
for the poor sound quality of the 
recordings. Most listen to them on

terrupes your programme on the 
tube, you most likely take advan- 
tage of the sixty second break to 
grab a bite to eat or to go to the 
john. Thus, the thought of pay- 
ing to sit through a hundred 
minutes of non-stop commercials 
may seem like a masochistic 
enterprise. 

However, the winners of the 
Cannes 31st Annual Interna- 
tional Festival of Publicity Films 
prove to be more entertaining 
than many trashy movies on the 
market today. 

It comes as no surprise that 
American ads dominated the 
Festival. These ads made use of 
scenes of the "American way of 
life" to promote their products. 
One from "Wrigley's Juicy Fruit 
Chewing Gum" showed healthy, 
happy, problem-free teenagers 



The Americans employed 
commercials as yet another 
means of spreading their 
political ideology. "Budweiser" 
and "7-11", sponsorers of the 
Olympic games, showed 
American athletes striving for 
perfection to the slogan of "the 
dream begins with freedom". 
t»e These unimaginitive commer- 
cials undeservedly won gold 
medals at Cannes, foreshadow- 
ing the inevitable success of the 
U.S. at the Los Angeles Olym- 
pics. 

Naturally, the grand prix was 
awarded to the Americans. Ap- 
ple computers presented a re- 
enactment from a scene in 
George Orwell's 1984 in which a 
female athlete destroys the im- 
age of Big Brother on the screen 
and breaks his hold over the 



automaton-like masses. This ex- 
pression of American freedom 
and technology provides the 
final note in the film. 

By contrast, the British com- r 
mercials were refreshing in their 
originality and humour. For in- 
stance, in an' advertisement for a 
bank (something that would be 
treated in a sober and conser- 
vative manner in North 
America) a head-banging rocker 
was presented as "a bank ac- 
count kind 'a guy". 

Another witty British ad, for 
Winston Tobacco, ridiculed the 
pretention and high technology 
which have come to dominate 
the advertising industry. The in- 
tentionally low budget com- 
merical used homemade type 
props such as. model airplanes, 
toy trains and eagles' feet _ to 
display their product. These 
pathetically primitive techniques 
.made for a hilarious ad worthy 
of a gold medal rather than the 
bronze it received. 



New! 'Raiders' now sex farce

AfRrery once in a while a 
Hollywood director comes up 
with a brilliant idea. A case in 
point is Steven Spielberg. He got 
together with his buddy George 
Lucas, and the two young Turks 
made movie history with Raiders 
of the Lost Ark. Raiders was 
unique because it fused together 
the old fashioned Hollywood 
serial with 1980's space age 
technology, big budgets and big 
effects. When the two forms met 
in Raiders, the combination was 
irresistable — an engaging hero, 
spunky heroine, and enthralling 
action that resulted in a com- 
mercial extravaganza. 

Unfortunately, great ideas are 
scarce in the land of film- 
making, which is why most 
directors and producers feel 
compelled to use the ideas of 
others. The movie goer must 
thus endure endless Raiders 
ripoffs like Ice Pirates, Roman- 
cing the Stone, and now, the 
Perils of Gwendoline in the 
Land of Yik Yak. 

Perils of Gwendoline has all 
the criteria of its action/adven- 
ture predecessors. It is loaded 
with comic book graphics, exotic 



locations, a wide array of 
deformed villains and, of course, 

the hero and the heroine. All 
the elements are thrown together 
in a 1930 s oriental setting. 

Gwendoline (Tawny Kitaen) is 
in search of her longlost father 
who disappeared - some time 
earlier while hunting a rare but- 
terfly. She and her sidekick, 
Beth (Zabou) try to enlist the 
help of our hero, Willard (Brent 
Heaff). But Willard isn't the 
altruistic type; as a matter of 
fact, he is just as sleazy and op- 
portunistic as the bad guys. He 
is, however, better looking. At 
this point the story gets ir- 
ritatingly redundant when 
Willard tries to shake off Gwen- 
doline and Beth as they 
repeatedly badger him for aid. 

After forty-five minutes of 
wasted celluloid, our hero suc- 
cumbs and the quest is finally 
under way, leading to the land of 
Yik Yak and the elusive butterf- 
ly. On the way, Willard 
manages to brutally kill a dozen 
or so grizzly looking foes. The 
hard knocks are offset by the 
perpetual nudity of every women 
in sight. This is apparently the 
residue of earlier efforts by direc- 
tor/producer Just Jaeckin such as 



Emmanuel and The Story of O. 
He has produced an undercur- 
rent of nonsensical sexual ex- 
ploitation which culminates in a 
rather bizzare scene which 
depicts a half naked, leather 
clad colony of woman fastened 
to phallic looking machinery for 
the purpose of extracting 
diamonds from the earth. 

Inanity runs rampant 
throughout The Perils of 
Gwendoline, suggesting a spoof. 
Sc.isjust Jaecin just joking? We 
will never know because this film 
is ridden with cheap sound stages 
and some of the most boring 
direction ever committed to 
plastic. The dialogue is equally 
as asinine, offering the viewer 
such dazzling exclamations as 
"the Queen's will is the will of the 
Queen." Even if there was good 
dialogue, an actress like Tawny 
Kitaen, who can't even cry pro- 
perly, would have botched the 
job. 

The Perils of Gwendoline in 
the Land of the Yik Yak has its 
only hope for commercial 
viability in the curiousity that its 
unusual title evokes. But as the 
proverbial cat found out, the 
price for curiousity is high. So 
do yourself a favour and save the 
five bucks on this round. 



The French, in general, 
played on sexual images to pro- 
mote their products: the neck of 
a perrier bottle emerges through 
a woman's caressing hand in a 
blatantly phallic gesture; a 
voluptuous woman in a skimpy 
black bathing suit pulsates 
frenetically after a sip of 
'Orangina'; the camera travels 
hungrily up and down a woman's 
long and sleek nyloned legs. 

The Japanese were awarded a 
silver medal for (what else but) a 
camera ad. The cinematography 
which depicted night scenes of 
Japanese wildlife was breathtak- 
ing thanks to the highly 
sophisticated Olympus camera 
equipment. 

Where is Canada's contribu- 
tion, you may wonder? Canada 
produced one "Q-Tip" ad,' that 
went in one ear and out the 
other, but nonetheless received a 
token bronze award. 

The most controversial 
presentation in La Publicité is a 
public service ad denouncing the 
brutal slaughter of animals for 
furs. The ad depicts women in 
fur coats being captured and 
killed by fierce looking hunters 
and ends with the statement: " 
Furs — You deserve it." While 
this ad makes a powerful state- 
ment about the inhumanity of 
fur trapping, its representation 



of helpless looking women as vic- 
timized animals may be so offen- 
sive to some as to obscure its 
message and discourage possible 
supporters of the movement. 

La Publicité contains its fair 
share of predictably flashy, 
cutesy, and "pretty people" ads 
that tempt you into the fantasy 
world of a perfect consumer 
society. But these cliche com- 
mercials are balanced by many 
fine examples of wit, creativity 
and superb cinematography. 

La Publicité, c c'est du 
Cinéma is playing at L'Autre 
Cinéma until the end of 
February and then. at Cinema 
Oûtremont throughout March.

Players' in urnest 



Shopping for noontime enter- 
tainment? Player's theatre is 
presenting a 99 C double bill to- 
day and Friday at noon, and 
closing with a Saturday perfor- 
mance at 2 p.m. 

The entertainment starts with 
a lively piece by the McGill Con- 
temporary Dance Club called 
"Two Tribes," an admirable and 
enjoyable performance of their 
dance version of the Frankie 
Goes to Hollywood tune. The 
stage quickly clears for the 
headlining production — 
Samuel Becket's Play. 

Beckett employs three large 
urns, three heads, (one per urn), 
and an otherwise blank, black 
stage. His efforts to stun the au- 
dience into a new perception of 
theatre are not half-baked. 



The three characters, two 
women and a man, are disturb- 
ing heads sticking up out of the 
ends of urns. The heads speak 
when lights flash on them. 
Usually, they speak alone; 
sometimes all three heads speak 
at once. The heads tell the story 
of their relationships with one 
another, each oblivious to the 
presence of the others. 

Using urns eliminates all body 
movement so that one's attention 
is focussed on the heads. 
Moreover; the heads speak in a 
quick, almost expressionless 
monotone. Thus it is what the 
heads say that is important, not 
the manner in which they say it. 

The heads tell the story of the 
man's love affair with each of the 
two woman; an episode of their 
lives with which they are com- 



pletely concerned. 



character's move through the 
various stages of anger, 
recompense, and finally 
freedom. Yet even when free, 
their sole concern is with the 
other two, they are in fact not 
free. Players' production of 
Play successfully creates the ef- 
fect of absurdity Beckett is 
known for. The acting, or 
rather, the monotonous ut- 
terances, were effectively 
frustrating. What feeling was 
put into the characters is a relief 
for the audience, though not en- 
tirely appropriate. 

But if you are hungry for some 
lunchtime culture the $.99 
special at Players is most 
definitely recommended for 
those of you who feel your classes 
don't satify your taste for the ab- 
surd.
